ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE RED 
CROSS SOCIETY 


In the first year of war $6,640,079 
was ufficient to carry on thle work of 
the Society, while in 1944 the ex- 
penditures grew to $24,948,261, ac. 
cording to a report made to the an. 
nual meeting of the Central Councij 
of the Canadian Red Cross. 

“The largest single project main- 
tained by the Réd Cross has been as- 
sistance to prisoners of war—Can- 
adian, British and Allied,” Mr. L, A, 
Winter, honorary comptroller said. 
“The gross expenditure to provide 
for this work was $17,013,797, byt 
two thirds of this cost was re-ira- 
bursed the Society by the British’ and 
Australian Red Croag and the Allied 
nations for whom the food parcals 
were provided.” 

The hospital aud medical supplies, 
the welfare of the Armed (Forces aq 
Merchant Navy, the relief for civilian 
air-raid sufferers, the reveption and 
train services for returned men and 
families together with purchasing, 
warehousing and transportation in 
Canada and overseas, required ex- 
penditures amounting to $2,784,179. 
In the Blood Donor Service more 
than’a million donations were ob- 
tained in the operation of 662 ragular 
and sub-clinics and by the use of 33 
mobile units at a cost of $992,063. 
An expenditure of $802,749 was en- 
tailed in connection with the Red 
Gros Corps covering the rganization, 
conduct and instruction of the de- 
tachments established throughout the 
Dominion, and the transportation and 
maintenance of 500 on active service 


ovenseas. 

Funds were provided to Allied Red 
Cross Societies for medical supplies 
amd other forms of relief to the ex: 
tent of $917,500. Countries that benc- 
fitted included China, Poland, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands, 
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the Fighting French, 

‘The peave time activities of the 
Society cover a wide range of ser- 
vices, chiefly Outpost Hospitals and 
Nursing Station Service Home nuwre- 
ing and the Jupnioy Red Cross Hog- 
pitals for crippled children, The 
gross expenditure required was §1,- 
757,221. It was shown that this see- 
tion of the Society’s work is largely 
self-supporting as $971,049 had becr, 
received from hospital fees,  goveru’ 
nent and other grants and contribu 
tions toward the various projects, 

Although the objective in the Red 
Cross campaign for net requirements 
to balance the 1944 budget was $10,- 
000,000, it was shown that the people 
of Canada had subscribed $18,715,652 
and with other general income, in- 
cluding events held under the War 
Charities Act, interest, et«., the tota! 
revenue of the Society in the year 
had been $14,984,834,

Thq government of the United 
States, on behalf of the govermments 
of the United Kingdom, the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republivs, and Ching 
as well as on its own behalf invited 
the governments of the Allied Nations 
to send representatives to a confar- 
ence in this city to prepare a charter 
for a general international organiza- 
tion for the maintenance of intenna- 
tiona] peace and security; hence the 
meeting which opened last week will 
go down in history as thle most out: 
standing effort of the nations of the 
world to create a system of mutual 
co-operation avoiding the defects 
which led to the failure of the League 
of Nations, This is the San Francisoo 
World Security Conference, 

‘To gain a proper view of the task 
voxfronting the delegates, it is neces. 
sary to have a well-defined and clear 
picture of the back ground, This 
meeting has not happened by: chance 
but it is the direct outcome of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference of Aug: 
ust-October 1944, The plans at that 
meeting, in turn, had their birth 
in the Atlantic Charter of August 
1941, when a new international sa- 
curity onganization was forecast, 
These were endorsed by the United 
Nations’ Declaration of January 
1942. (At each subsequent meeting, 
unti] Yalta in February of this year, 
when the three great powers, the 
United ‘States, the Union of Socialist 
‘Soviet Republics and the United 
Kingdom achieved unified proposals 
foy a charter for world security, the 
way had been paved for the present 
neeting, 

The Durbarton Oaks Conference, at 
which the three leading powers wer2 
joined by China, recommended a 
working plan to serve as a basis for 
the present conference. This g@aa 
will be considered ayd discussed at 
San Francisco, Agreement at the 
Conference by thq smaller nations 
will make possible a world security 
plan and an assembly will ba set up 
to give effect to it. Membership of 
the assembly, in adition to the four 
leading powers and France, will be 
determined at the San Francisco Cos- 
ference. 

Summarizing the plan, it may be 
assumed that the leading nations 
have, in the conduct of the war, gaia- 
ed experience not available to the 
Smaller powers. From this experience 
they have agread upon a plan, which 
is, in their opinion workable, a play 
in which each of the smaller natiois 
may have an active part. Any agree- 
ment along the lines defined will 
have the backing of the preat powers,

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British Colonial Policy 


IT IS APPARENT THAT when we emerge from the present war, we} 


shall find that the world has undergone great social, geographic and political 
changes, and that many of our former traditions and institutions no 
longer exist. Speculation regarding the nature of these probabie changes 
has included much discussion concerning the future of the British Empire, 
and whether its structure will be affected by altered world conditions. 
There are some groups who believe that the Empire, with its widespread 
Colonial areas will not be consistent with the hopes for universal freedom 
as expregsed by our leaders in the Atlantic Charter and on other occasions, 
and that the British Empire may be one of those institutions to undergo 
many changes when peace is restored. These opinions have come mostly 
from sources outside of the Empire, and Mr. Churchill and other British 
officials have frequently attempted to make clear their government's policy 
in this regard. 
* s * ° s 

Among the most recent statements on this subject 
Col. Stanley is one by Col. Oliver Stanley, British Colonial Secre- 
tary, who reviewed what he termed “certain mis- 
States Facts conceptions” about the Colonies. One charge with 
which he dealt was that “immense profits have been drawn from the 
Colonies by private British capitalists.’ While he admitted that there 
had been cases of large profits, Col. Stanley pointed out that there were 
also often big risks and big losses, and that if all the money invested 
in the colonies in the last fifty years had been put into Government 
Securities instead, the investors would have realized about the same return. 
On the other hand, he stated that private enterprise had contributed much 


to the economic and social progress of colonies where there existed neither | 


the natural wealth nor the capital for such purposes.

° Development has been termed “the corner stone of 
Ideals Will Britain’s Colonial policy,” and private investments, 
H supplementing government funds, have contributed 
Not Conflict much toward building public utilities and establish- 
ing economic and social services in the Colonies. In 1940 the New Colonial 
Development and Welfare Bill was passed, providing for the expenditure 
of 480 million dollars by the British Government in the Colonies during 
the next ten years. In introducing this bill, Col. Stanley stated that there 
was little opportunity for ‘get rich quick” investments in the Colonies now 
or in the future. Britain's Colonial policy has been summed up as one of 
development, and of preparing the people to assume the responsibilities 
of self-government as soon as they are fit to do so. British justice and 
free British institutions have been set up in every part of the Empire, and

NATIONAL PARKS 


The provision of facilities for rv 
creation is likely to rank high among 
Canadas post-war activities, Already 
some public bodies are increasiny, 
their appropriation for the develop- 
nient of tourist travel—no doubt in 
anticipation of victory with in a shor, 
time, 

No one can forecast with any ds. 
grqe of accuracy when the war wil) 
end, but most people agree that, 
when it does, there will be a greate, 
demand for rgcreation and travel than 
this world has ever known, A people, 
wearied in body and _ spirit by che 
strain of war and by heavy responsi- 
bilities, often unrelieved even by the 
usual holidays asd vacations, wil] 
want rest and recreation as they have 
never wanted it before. This surgs 
of recreation-seekers must be anti: 
cipated and the necessary human and 
physica] equipment organized to mect 
its requirements, 

Nature has bgen especially gener. 
cus to Canada in providing recrea- 
tional areas of great extent and 
variety in widely separated parts of 
the country. anada is fortunate, 
too, in possessing a system of national] 
parks which can be used both for +ho 
maintenance of health and morale at 
home and the attraction of tourists 
from abroad, | 

In addition to the 26 areas covering 
more than 29,700 squarg miles now 
under federal ownership and _ ad- 
ininistration as national] parks, other 
areas are being considered for park 
developmqnt. More than 10,000 
scuare miles in the Youkon Territory 
adjacent to the Alaskan Highway 
have been set aside recently for possis 
ble extension of the national parks 
system. Two additional sites have 
begn offered by the province of Que- 
bee and‘one ‘by New Brunswick and 
proposals looking toward the estab- 
lishment of a sea-level park in British 
Columbia have been discussed. It is 
expected that other sites, represnta- 
tive of the most suitable areas  foy' 
the purpose, will be offered by the 
provinces, Already a chain of these 
national parks extends from British 
Columbia in the west to Cape Breton 
in the east. It includes some of the 
finest scenery in the world as_ wel} 
as other features attractive to the 
vacationist. 

Postwar development plans include 
better arterial and secondary high- 
ways leading to the parks, improved 
highways within the parks, vheaper 
accomodation available to those otf 
low incomes, secondary roads, foot 
and horse trails in order to render 
Paints of special interest readily ac- 
cessible, and improved fire and game 
protection to met increased dangers 
from heavier and more widespread 
use of the national parks,
